CMACAO Now Accepting Applications 
For Home Energy Assistance Program 


This week the six community 
Action Centers of the Colum- 
bus ‘Metropolitan Area Com- 
munity Action Organization 
(CMACAO) began accepting 
applications from Franklin 
County residents, who are elig- 
ible to participate in the Home 
Energy Assistance Program 
(HEAP). 

The program is designed to 
provide immediate relief to 
income eligible people who are 
faced with d cut-off notice or 
have already been turned-off 
by a utility company, CMA- 
CAO executive director Curtis 
Brooks said. 

This year CMACAO will 


receive $1 million from the 
State of Ohio, Dept. of Devel- 
opment, to operate the pro- 
gram, which began Tuesday 
and ends March 31, 1984, 
Brooks said. Last year, CMA- 
CAO received $1.2 million and 
served over 14,500 homes.

Severe Cuts will 
be sustained in services to these children who are insuch acrucial stage 
of their lives. Foster care programs will becut, rehabilitation and preven- 
tion programs will be cut or lost. Many children will be institutionalized 

as a result of the loss of more appropriate programs for them. : , 
Issue 2 will compound the problems by tying the hands of tegisiators

Through this pro- 
gram, thousands of dollars 
in private funds were raised 
and donated to senior 
citizens. 

In 1979, when some 
senior citizens were losing 
Medicaid benefits because 
their home value went up 
and made them ineligible for 
Medicaid, Rinehart person- 
ally lobbied the legislature 
to correct the bad law 

The above are just a few of 
the mileposts lining. Rine- 
hart'’s established track 
record. And moreover, he 
pledges to run the mayor's 
office with the same effi- 
ciency and demonstrated 
concerns for the clderly, the 
poor and for people of all 
walks of life as he has done 
as treasurer 


In addition, Rinenart has 
pledged to appoint blacks to 
positions at every level of 
city government, if elected 
mayor. And based on his 
track record there is little 
ground to doubt his cam- 
paign commitments. 

During the campaign, 
Rinehart said over and over 
again that during his admin- 
istration as mayor, qualified 
persons will be hired with- 
out regard to race, color, 
religion, sex, national origin 
of ancestry, handicap or 
age.
